at least two elastic cords, 

a ball with at least two means for receiving the at least 
two elastic 5 cords, 

the ball being located substantially equal in distance 
along the length of each of the at least two elastic 
cords, 

wherein each of the at least two elastic cords are 
brought into touching engagement with themselves and 
secured by securing 

means at the point of touching engagement so as to form a 
"Y" shape; and each end of the at least two elastic cords 
is adapted to be secured to vertically spaced anchoring 
means secured to two vertical supports. 

2) (original) The sports practicing device of claim 1, wherein 

the receiving means are located on opposite sides of the 
ball. 

3) (original) The sports practicing device of claim 2, wherein 

the receiving means are located on the periphery of the 
ball.
